Concern. 


DURATION OF WAR 


Does Ratification by Great Brit- 
ain Bring About State 


of Peace? 


OTTAWA, Aug. 1.——-News despatches 
from [England thatk the King had 
given his assent to the peace treaty 
are arousing much toncern Just 
what the despatches mean is uncer- 
tain. There were two bills before 
the British parliament. One expres- 
sed approval of the German peace 
treaty, the other approval of the 
Anglo-French treaty. Under the hills 
the King “may do everything neces- 
sary’ for the carrying out of the 
treaties, It is assumed here that the 
despatches mean that the King has 
given royal assent to the two bills, not 
that he has formarly§ ratified the 
treaties. 

If, however, the despatches mean 
that formal ratifications have been 
deposited in Paris, a serious constitu | 
tional situation will arise. The especial 
session of the Dominion parliament is 
being called expressly to approve rati- 
fication of the peace treaty and to 
carry on such war legislation as may 
be necessary. If the King has al-| 
ready ratified the treaty, the seasion 
will be more or less of a dead letter 
except in so far as legislation to con- | 

orders-in-council is concerned | 
“It is inconceivable to me,” one high! 
put it today, “that formal | 
ratifications can have been deposited 
without waiting for the approval of 
the parliaments overseas.” 


Duration of War. 

Ratification hy the King further 
raises the fmportant question of the) 
duration of the war, The War Mea-| 
sures Act expires on proclamation by 
the governor-general that a state 
vf war has ended, and with the act/ 
expires the prohibition, race track 
betting and other war time orders-/| 
in-council. It ts conceivable that the) 
Canadian proclamation might be de- 
layed after the formal proclamation 
of peace in Great Britian But, in | 
view of the recent opinion of Sir) 
Allan Avlesworth, former minister of | 
justice, “that the war ends when the! 
King so declares,” this would pro- 
bably only lead to more constitution- 
al angies and a battle in the courts 
whether the orders-in-counci! were in| 
force or not. So far as periode of} 
time expressed in the German peace 
treaty are concerned, the treaty comes | 
into force on ratification hy Germany} 
and by three of the principal ailied) 
and associated powers. But, to cite! 
the treaty itself, ‘in all other respects 
the treaty will enter into force for| 
each power at the date of the deposit 
of its ratification.” 

There is therefore aleo the question | 
whether ratification by Great Britain) 
does not bring about a state of peace 
between the two powers without! 
waiting for further ratifications, | 

The question ts under close consid- | 
eration, and, {t is underdstood cor- 
is under way with the 
imperial government that the exact 
situation may be determined.

Must Co-Operate in Collective 
Buying Plan. | 


UNDUE ADVANCE 


| Unwarranted Price Raising Dur-| 
ing Past Thirty Days Con- 
sidered Alarming. 


LONDON, Aug 1.—Steps toward 
collective purchasing of foodstuffs to 
check profiteering and speculation, 
which are declared to be rife in all 
countries, were taken at today's meet- 
ing of the supreme economic council 

The return of the system in vogue 
during the war was proposed by the 
British, French and Italian represen- 
tatives. The proposal was referred 
to a committee which will co-ordinate 
the plan and present it to the United 


States government with an invitation 
The members of 


| for its co-operation. 
| the counci] stated that profiteering 
and speculation had been going on) 
generally for some time, but the ac- 
tivity toward unwarranted price-r 
ing during the past 30 days is con- 
sidered alarming. This was due, the 
members believed, to a sharp fall in 
the harvest prospects in the past 
month. It was pointed out, however, 
that while the harvest prospects were 
less favorable now than they were 
July 1, there was no reason to be- 
lieve there was not sufficient food to 
last throughout 1920 and there was 
no deason for the undue advance of 
prices. 
U. 8. Must Co-operate 

All the members of the council 
agreed it was necessary for the United 
States to co-operate in the collective 
buying plan, because at the present 
time the United States is supplying 
such great quantities of food to Fu- 
rope that the collective system with- 
out the United States would be putting 
the buyer against the seller. 

As the food restrictions in the U.S 
end with the coming of peace, and 
the food administration was demob- 
ilized it was pointed out that Herbert 
Hoover, representing the United 
States, was not authorized to bind that 
country to amy agreement, and for 
| that reason it was decided to place the 
plan in the hands of the commission. 

The members of the counc!! agreed 
afier hearing evidence of Huropean 
conditions, that the nmatione on this 
side cannot and wil) not in the pre- 
sent social condition be subjected to} 
further increases in the prices of 
necessities. It wab maintained by 
same members that unless geomething 
were done, the Allied nations would 
find themseives in a position of being 
able to control purchases of food- 
stuffe from Germany through the re-| 


parations comumission, but unable to) 
contro! the prices they themselves 
must pay 


Must Not Go Higher, 

The members despaired of reducing | 
prices much below the leve! obtaining | 
three months ago, but they were de- 
termined, if possible, that they would 
not permit prices to go higher 

As a sort of consolation to the 
United States it was shown that prices 
in Europe, except where commodities 
were subsidized by the goverirment, 
were higher than in the United States.

Crop Prospects Reported 
In Central Alberta Points 


Department of Agriculture Estimates Improved Conditions 
Ten to Fifteen Per Cent.—North Country Continues to 
Promise Heavy Crops—Encouraging Information. 


ture on July 31. 

The summary of conditions 
would make little change in the 
south in either grain crops or 
&rass; a rather marked improve- 
ment in Central Alberta; a con- 
tinued promise of heavy crops in 
the north, and the live stock sit- 
wation not worse than it was two 
weeks agu. 

Northern Alberta, in which the | 
Peace River settlements constitute 
almost the total crop area, continues | 
te make satisfactory progress tin crop | 


growth from a favorable condition of | 
warmth and abundant moisture. Hay 
cutting has commenced on the avail- 
able hay lands tributary to and in- 
elnded in the settlements, with the 
promise of good yields. The root! 
crops promise well also. Live stock | 
continues to improve in condition over | 
the whole ef the Peace River country, 
Oentral Alberta 

In Central Alberta there has been 
a distinet change for the better since 
last report. A general rain which 
reached beyond Central Alberta to 
Calgary occurred immedtately after 
the middle of the month, and it was 
the first rain for many weeks that 
reached down to contact with the 
meisture in the undersotl. The im- 
provement of the crops since that time 
has been marked. Grain and grass 
have both improved along the C.N.R. 
to the boundary. Oats that were 
standing still, some of them in head} 
are stretching noticeably, and the late 
vats which came up well are making 
still more rapid progress. The wheat 
whieh was brought rather forward in 
dry weather will not improve to the 
same extent by the coming of the 
rains, as a lot of it was very short, | 
and the heads were partially wilted 
before the rains came. In the past 
fifteen days it is probably @he case that 
the crop volume has improved ten or 
fifteen per cent. Potatoes and other 
roots are expected to be a fair crop. 
The hills will be lighter by reason of 
limited moisture in the early part of 
the season, but the plants have kept 
growing and are showing well at pre- 
sent. There will be some surplus of 
potatoes in Central Alberta. The | 
tame hay crop will not be appreciably 
improved by the rains, as the timothy 
was already held back by a slow 
spring and dry early summer, and has 
been ready to cut for ten days now. 
Pastures are looking better, and stock 
is doing well. 

Southern Alberta 

At the southern end of the Province | 
ft was indicated in the last report that | 
the grain crop was a failure over a 
considerable portion of the south. The 
drought has affected the country from 
Red Deer south, but most notfveably 
from Carstairs south. Within the 
south there are small areas that have 
goed crops and others that have fair 
cropa. 


The crop of the greater part of 
Southern Alberta, however, is an 
acknowledged failure. A few patches 
will give seed, and some places may 
reach from four to eight bushels per 
acre, but these are only individual 
pleces, and not districts. The south 


country has not received any effective 
precipitation since last report. The 
rains that have occurred since the last 
report have reached as far south as 
Calgary, and have ekirted down the 
west side of the grain country as far 
as Granum, and have done a little 
good. Otherwise the country looks 
dry Hail occurred at Namaka and 
east and also at Gladys within the 
week. Hay and pasture are still short. 
The potato crop still has some chance 
to make part of the supply for the 
southern part of the provinee, but in 
many places the tupply will have to

It would pay this coun- 
try in the lone run, and would be some 
kind of a decent return for sacrifice, 
if the soldier is not only given free 
land but free equipment as woll. The 
cultivation of the land will not only 
provie a@ ltvelihood to the tiller, but 
will add to the national wealth in the 
way of production. L therefore, ad- 
vouate the policy of free land and free 
implementa to the soldier who de- 
sires to be a farmer and the cash ad- 
vanced to him for the construction of 
necessary buildings and for purchase 
of hive stowk shall be without interest 
for a period of five years, at least. 


«Must Have Edacation. 


I further advocate the providing of 
Tumerous colleres throughout the 
country, for the dissemination of tech. 
nical knowledge and vocational train- 
ing, to better equip our boys and men 
for the battle of civil Nfe-—these col- 
leges to be free to all who have per- 
formed militagy service. We have been 
playing with the matter of technical 
education. 
even though it may cost a considerable 
amoum of money Let us see that 
those who have been physically fit 
for service in war, shall be vovational- 
ly fit for service in peace. Let us pro- 
vide that when a soldier goes over the 
top in civilian life he does not enter 
any No Man's Land, 


Labor Problems, 

The second problem is now upon 
us. Democracy demands the better- 
ment, contentment and happiness of | 
those who labor. It seems to me, the 
man is Dlind in this country, who 
foes not see that the shortening of | 
hours of labor and the amelioration of 
labor conditions cannot be longer de- 
layed.
